the regard of the people that the news-
papers refused to print the letter,

Doctor MeKay, however, felt impelled
to resign, and his resignntion was ae.

cepted by the vestry., He plans to pes"

turn to Daytonn, Fla.., where he was
rector until called to Biltmore,
“Called Christian Gentleman'*
“Doctor MeKay is very much a gen-
tleman, and o Christinn gentleman,

moreover,'" said Edmund Maule, senjor

warden of the Moorestown church, when
told about Doctor McKay's resigona-
tion

“I have known him well for many
years, and T can say without hesitaney
that T hold him in the highest respect,
Ho was with us for about fifteen vears,
und was beloved generally. 1 cannot
imagine what could bhave led to the
break, but 1 am sure it was nothing to
Doctor MeKay's diseredit,

accopted the call to Ashville only be-

citise the Daytona climate did not agree

with his wife.
